Increased voter interest in the 
city primary, shown in mid-after- 
noon today, indicated that the 
day’s total vote, for the naming 
of candidates for mayor, comptrol- 
ler and aldermen from the 14 odd- 
numbered wards, might be about 
90,000. 

At 4 p.m, a telephone canvass 
of sample precincts in each of 
the 28 wards indicated a vote of 
about 47,500, or 12% per cent of 
the registration of 381,298, up to 
that hour. In the three hours 
remaining before the polls close 
at 7 p.m., by the experience of 
past elections, nearly as many 
votes may be cast as in the first 
10 hours, bringing the final figure 
to 90,000 or thereabout. The tickets 
to be named are for the city 
election of April 5. 

Aside from the Democratic and 
Republican nominations, the only 
matter before the voters in today’s 
primary election was the $15,000,- 
000 borfd issue proposal for new 
sewers to prevent recurrence of 
disastrous floods in the northwest 
section of the city, and to give 
needed relief to a northern and a 
southern section. | 
Democrats Expect Larger Vote. 

As in every primary, each voter 
was limited to one party ticket. A 
large preponderance of today’s 
vote Was expected to be cast on 
the Democratic ballot. One reason 
for this is that the Democrats have 
contests for the Board of Alder- 

‘men nominations in 13 of the 14 
- wards, while the Republicans have 
contests in only six. Another rea- 
son is the large St. Louis Demo- 
cratic majority, nearly 100,000, in 
so national election last Novem- 

r. 
In the mayoralty primary of 
March, 1945, the total vote was 
only 66,157, but four years earlier, 
with party feeling at a high pitch 
and a shift in control imminent, 
181,304 voted in the primary. 

The contest for the mayoralty 
nomination is more spirited in the 
Democratic than in the Repub- 
lican party, though the candidates 
supported by the organization 
seem to have a decisive advan- 
tage in both. Joseph M. Darst, 
realty dealer, with the support of 
the ward Democratic organizations 
and some labor bodies, appears to 
have’*the lead over Nicholas M.

Sentencing Delayed, 


Appeal Planned 
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Attorney to Ask Judge 
for New Trial — Jury 
Finds Her Guilty on 
Only One Count.

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—Mildred E. Gillars was convict- 
ed of treason yesterday but her 
punishment probably won't be 
known for a week or more, 

A jury of seven men .and five 
women found her guilty of broad- 
casting propaganda for the war- 
time German radio. 

The maximum possible sentence 


.| facing the 48-year-old Miss Gillars, 


known as “Axis Sally,” is death in 
the electric chair; the minimum, 
five years in prison, a $10,000 
fine and loss of her American 
citizenship. 

Even in advance of sentencing, 
James J. Laughlin, Miss Gillars’s 
attorney, served notice that he is 
not through fighting. He will file 
a motion asking United States 
District Judge Edward Mi. Curran 
to set aside the verdict and order 
a new trial. If his motion is 
denied, Laughlin told reporters, 
he will carry the case to higher 
courts. : 

Called “Inflammatory.” 

Laughlin cortended that Judge 
Curran’s instructions to the jury 
had been “inflammatory.” 

“They were an invitation to a 
conviction,” he said. “They. showed 


the judge believed this woman to’ 


be guilty 
victed.” 

Laughlin complained particular- 
ly about a ruling by the judge 
not to permit the defense to intro- 
duce evidence on the horrors of 
Nazi concentration camps. The 
defense contended Miss Gillars 
faced a concentration camp or 
death if she refused to broadcast 
propaganda for the Nazis.

Cleared on Seven Counts. 

The jury acquitted Miss Gillars 
on seven of the eight counts 
pressed by the Government in its 
original 10-count indictment. But 
it found her guilty on count No. 
10 involving a Nazi broadcast en- 
titled “Vision of Invasion.” 

In the broadcast, beamed over- 
seas to American homes and to 
United States troops then waiting 
to storm Adolf Hitler’s Europe, 
Miss Gillars ‘told of the horrors 
that awaited any attempt to in- 
vade the Continent. 

The broadcast was made in Ma 
1944, just a few weeks before the 
actual invasion of Normandy on 
June 6. 

Miss Gillars played the role of 
an American mother in Ohio who 
dreamed that her soldier-son, a 
member of the invasion forces, 
died in a burning ship in the at- 
_ to cross the English Chan- 
nel. 

The Government had singled out 
this broadcast as an attempt to 
destroy the morale of American 
troops by building up a fear psy- 
chology of the dangers that await- 
ed them. 

Hush in Courtroom. 

A dead hush prevailed in the 
green- walled courtroom as the 
jury filed in to announce their 
verdict shortly before 5 p.m, yes- 
terday. 

Asked what decision had been 
reached, Foreman Henry G. Da- 
vis Jr.,-a telephone company 
worker, replied in a low voice: 

“Guilty.” 

The written verdict bore this n6- 
tation: 

“We, the jury, find the defend- 
ant Mildred E. Gillars knowingly, 
willingly and with intent did vio- 
date her allegiance to the United 
States by participating in the ra- 
dio recording covered by overt act 
No. 10.”

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
Democrats defeated 178 to 163 to- 
day a Republican effort to limit 
rent controls to only 90 more 
days. 

Administration Democrats 
emerged victorious by a narrow 
margin in the severest test of 


President Truman’s power since 
the mew Democratic-controlled 
Congress convened, 

The House then moved toward 
final action on watered-down leg- 
islation continuing rent controls 
for 15 months, 

Just before the teller vote on 
the 90-day extension the House 
had given the Administration a 
beating—a 174-to-98 vote against 
restoration of .ceilings on any 
hotel accommodations. 

Standing Vote Reversed. 

On a standing vote the Repub- 
licans, with the help of about 30 
Democrats, put over the 90-day 
control limit. The count then was 
165 for 90 days to 161 against. 

Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the banking committee 
then asked for a teller count. In 
that process the members for the 
90-day limit marched by to be 
counted, and then were followed 
by those opposed. 

On this vote the Republicans 
lost two and the Democrats picked 
up 17. This meant a Democratic 
victory by 178 to 163. A tremen- 
dous shout went up from the Déem- 
ocratic side as the narrow admin- 
istration victory was announced. 

However, the Republicans will 
have one more chance for their 90- 
day limit. They will demand a 
roll call vote later. 

Debate on 90-Day Limit. 

Spence told the House before it 
voted that passage of the 90-day 
extension would be a vote to kill 
rent controls completely; How- 
ever, Representative Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, who offered the 
G.O.P, amendment, said the short 
extension wuold give Congress an 
opportunity to study new eco- 
nomic trends and then determine 
in June whether any further con- 
trols are needed.

Barkley held that the affirma- 
tive vote of two thirds of those 
present is enough to clamp a limit 
on the debate that has been going 
on over Lucas’s motion to bring 
up the rules change.. 

Barkley held in a historic 25- 
minute opinion that the Senate 
never had confronted the situa- 
tion it now faces, 

Always before, he said, debate 
limitation had been denied against 
a motion such as Lucas’s to take 
up a bill because there was some 
other pending business before the 
Senate. 

So, he said, he didn’t feel that 

previous decisions were binding on 
him. 
“Thid is the only time that an 
uncomplicated, bald, stark motion, 
without anything else on the cal- 
endar—without anything else be- 
fore the Senate—has been present- 
ed,” he said. , 

Observing that the motion to 
take up a bill “is an indispensable 
process” in enacting legislation, 
Barkley told the Senate: 

“The chair cannot believe the 
Senate . , . intended to freeze its 
own rules in perpetuity so that it 
could never vote to change them 
so ‘long as there was a determined 
group of Senators opposed to any 
change.”

The commission declared that 
one of its investigators had 
attended a Chicago convention of 
the Coin Machine Institute, which 
it described as the national trade 
association of the slot-machine 
racket, last Jan. 17, 18 and 19, and 
obtained first-hand information 
about how the racket corrupts po- 
lice, sheriffs -and rosecutors 
throughout the nation.

“Jesse James,” said today he and 
his buddy decided “on the spur 
of the moment” to hold up the 
Baltimore & Ohio’s streamlined 


passenger train Ambassador in 
West Virginia Wednesday night. 

While his complice, Luman 
Ramsdell, 23, lay seriously wound- 
ed in a Washington hospital, Ash- 
ton told reporters how the pair 
robbed and terrorized passengers 
aboard the Baltimore-to-Detroit 
train. 

He said the holdup could be 
traced to a dispute they had with 
a club car steward because “we 
didn’t like a drink he gave us.” 

Return With Weapons. 

“We went back to our séats in 
one of the coaches and got our 
guns out of our suitcases,” he 
shid. “Then we came back to 
the club car and held up the 
steward. 

“We didn’t plan to hold up the 
rest of the people. That came on 
the spur of the moment. We didn’t 
even ask each other about it. We 
just both started going through 
the club car, holding up the pas- 
sengers. Thén we went through 
the other cars.” _ 

Asked why he beat some of the 
passengers with the butt of his 
pistol Ashton replied: 

“When they gave us some lip, 
we slugged ‘em just to let ‘em 
know we meant business.” 

Reports Taking About $575. 

Ashton said he and Ramsdell, 
both ex-convicts, took “$575 or 
something like that” from pas- 
sengers before fleeing the train. 
Estimates of loot, based on re- 
ports by passengers, indicated 
yesterday more than $1000 jyhad 
been taken. When arrested the 
men had on them $563.82 (er- 
roneously reported as $990 yester- 
day) although in addition to the 


as a 


‘train loot they were reported to 
have taken $200 in a tavern hold- 
up after leaving the train. 

“We didn’t take any jewelry or 
stuff like that on the train,” Ash- 
ton said. “We took only money 
and we didn’t spend any of it 
before the cops got us here—we 
didn’t have a chance to.” 

If the men had planned a hold- 
up, they might have chosen an- 
other train on the same route, the 
same day: It carried a shipment 
of several million dollars in cur- 
rency. - 

The holdup of the Ambassador, 
if unplanned and unrehearsed as 
Ashton claimed, certainly followed 
the bést Jesse James tradition. 

Passengers were terrorized, 
crewmen were manhandled, shots 
were fired, the engineer was 
forced to back up the crack pas- 
senger train; cars (instead of 
horses) were stolen to escape in, 
posses immediately formed in 
three states to track them down. 

Tip by Bus Driver. 

After evading a police cordon, 
the robbers boarded a Washing- 
ton-bound bus. The suspicious bus 
driver notified police when he 
pulled into the Washington termi- 
nal that the robbers had left the 
bus a short time before. 


The robbers were cornered in 
a pawnshop where they were buy- 
ing clothes and luggage. When the 
officers asked for identification, 
Ramsdell started to draw his pis- 
tol, but he was felled by a police 
bullet. 

Ashton threw up his hands in 
surrender. Arraigned later before 
a United States Commissioner, he 
pleaded guilty to four counts of 
stealing in interstate commerce. 

“I know I am guilty of the 
charge,” he said. “And I see no 
reason for having a hearing.” He 
was ordered held in $50,000 bond. 
Each of the four counts carries a 
maximum penalty of 10 years in 
prison and a $5000 fine. 

Given Last Rites. 

A heavy guard, meanwhile, kept 
watch at Ramsdell’s bedside. He 
has been given the last rites of 
the Catholic Church, but his con-

William L. Holzhausen, presi-

Policy Statement Expected. 

After the meeting, the police 
board was expected to make its 
first statement on plans and poli- 
cies, particularly with reference 
to enforcement of gambling laws. 

Members of the board were 
sworn in yesterday, after many 
weeks of delay and political 
maneuvering in selecting the com- 
missioners, Since the board con- 
trols the Police Department, 
gamblers had been waiting im- 
Patiently to learn who the new 
members were and whether a 
“green light” will be given to per- 
mit open gambling. 

Holzhausen said yesterday that 
Chief of Police Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell would issue a public state- 
ment today on policies of the de- 
partment. However, when ‘asked 
about the statement, O’Connell in- 
dicated he had not been consulted. 

Circuit Clerk Henry L. Berger 
swore in the new commissioners 
in his office in the Civil Courts 
Building. The ceremony was wit- 
nessed by three members of the 
retiring board, Cobbs, Francis 
George and Ben L. Liberman. 
Holzhausen’s predecessor as board 
president, H. Sam Priest, did not 
attend. 

Upset by Reports on Terms. 

Holzhausen, lumber dealer little 
known in political circles, was 
upset about recurring reports, dis- 
closed by the Post-Dispatch Feb. 
25, that the terms of the new com- 
missioners might run only until 
June 27. 

He handed reporters his com- 
mission and insisted that they 
read it. The commission read, in 
part: “For a term ending four 
years from the time of his ap- 
pointment and qualification and 
until his successor shall be ap- 
‘pointed and qualified.” 

Holzhausen was asked if he or 
any of the other commissioners 
had given Gov. Forrest Smith 
their resignations with the date 
left blank. : 

“What was that?” Holzhausen 
demanded. 

The question was _ repeated. 
After a pause, Holzhausen replied: 
“Absolutely, emphatically not.” 

Tells of Checking Statute. 

Roberts said he had checked 
the statute thoroughly and, in his 
opinion, “we have been appointed 
for four years.” Asked if he in- 
tended to serve the full, four-year 
term, Roberts replied: 

“Absolutely. Did you ever hear 
of a Democrat resigning?” 

The possibility that the appoint- 
ments might be only for an inter- 
im period until June 27, when 
commissions of the old board ex- 
pire, was one reason why Daniel 
P. Reardon withdrew as Gov. 
Smith’s first choice as board 
president, the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed Feb. 25. 

To all other questions, Holz- 
hausen replied “no comment.” He 
and the other new commissioners 
had been instructed by Gov.

NEW CIGARETTE 
REVERSE TAX STAMP 
METHOD DETECTED 


Unstamped Pack Apparently 
Pressed Against Ink on 
Freshly Stamped Ones. 


A new method of escaping pay- 
ment of the two-cent city tax on 
each package of cigarettes was 
discovered yesterday by an inspec- 
tor from the office of City Col- 
lector Frank A. Britton. 

The inspector discovered a tax 
stamp on each of four packages 
of cigarettes in a vending Ma- 
chine was printed in reverse, It | 
puzzled him for a moment. 

Then, he remembered that the 
city furnishes large wholesale 
companies a tax meter machine 
that prints the tax stamp on each 
package in purple ink. The ma- 
chines are similar to stamp ma- 
chines. What obviously had hap- 
pened, he said, was that un- 
stamped packages had been 
pressed firmly against the freshly 
stamped packages, before the ink 
had dried. 

The packages were found to 
have been stamped by a machine 
used by the Clancy & Lewis Co., 
2214 Olive street.

TOWBOAT GAINING,

The Harry Truman, streamlined 
towboat of the Federal Barge 
Lines of St. Louis, gained 30 min- 
utes on its phantom competitor, 
the steamboat Robert E. Lee, last 
night, but today faced strong, ris- 
ing currents.

BENTON, Ill., March 11 (UP)— 
A Syrian-born midwesterner who 


entered the oil industry only 13 | 


years ago told today of his plans 
to form a $100,000,000 company to 
tap the oil reserves of his mother 
country. 

James W. Menhall, 62 years old, 


owner of the J. W. Menhall Drill- | 


ing Co. here and now an Ameri- 
can citizen, has been granted a 
70-year 22,100-square-mile conces- 
sion in the Middle East by the 
Syrian Government. 

The former Wisconsin manu- 
facturer said there was no doubt 
that the company would strike 
oil. 

“That country is all asphalt 
mountains that had to come from 
somewhere,” he said. “We're go- 
ing to strike oi] there all right. 

“They told me when I began 
these negotiations that Syria 
would never give the concession 
to a little guy from Benton, IIL. 
But they wanted to deal with 
someone from their own coun- 


try. 

Menhall said a group of “about 
10 independent operators” would 
meet in New York City in “about 
10 days” to complete the organiza-

The diary told also how Holt 
shadowed his wife and Whittaker 
between his trips to sea as chief 
engineer on a ship. He hired a 
private detective—“S12”—to watch 
his wife and Whittaker when he 
Was away. 

The detective, in written re- 
ports, told of watching trysts be- 
tween Mrs. Holt and Whittaker 
at New York hotels and clubs. 

In February, Holt’s diary re- 
counted, the three met to discuss 
the triangle into which apparently 
they had fallen. Holt said he 
forcibly carried his wife from 
Whittaker’s apartment after that 
meeting.

Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
earned profits amounting to 12.8 
per cent on North American Co.’s 


investment in Union Electric com- 
mon stock, the annual report of | 
Union Electric showed today. 

Net income for 1948 was $10,181,- 
134, of which $8,616,947 was avail- 
able for the common stock, all 
held by North American, after 
payment of $1,564,187 in dividends 
on the preferred stock, held by 
private investors. North American 
carries its investment in the com- 
mon at $66,840,781. 

On the basis of an approximate 
rate-making investment in Union 
Electric of Missouri of somewhat 
more than $159,000,000, Union 
Electric showed a return of about 
5.85 per cent for last year. This 
was under the existing policy of 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission on treatment of depre- 
ciation reserve. 

If the depreciation reserve were 
wholly deducted from the rate 
base, as required by many other 
utility regulatory agencies, Union 
Electric’s return for last year 
would be figured at 6.53 per cent. 
The Missouri commission has been 
regarding 6.5 per cent as a rea- 
sonable return for utilities. 


Revenue for Entire System. 

For the entire Union Electric 
system, including its Illinois oper- 
ating company and lesser subsidi- 
aries, operating revenue and ex- 
penses both reached new high lev- 
els last year. Revenue was $66,- 
404,243, an increase of 12.2 per 
cent over 1947. Expenses were 
$52,155,551, an increase of 14.5 per 
cent, One notable reason for the 
relatively greater rise in expenses 
was that water available for pro- 
duction of current at dams fell off 
in volume, so that more power 
had to be generated by coal—and 
the price of coal rose sharply. 


All major items of expense in- 
creased except provision for in- 
come taxes. The drop in the lat- 
ter was partly due to an inter- 
nal recapitalization arrangement 
which made possible consolidation 
of tax returns with North Ameri- 
can, Net operating revenue, be- 
fore interest on debt, was 4.6 per 
cent higher than in 1947. 


Last year’s net income for the 
system, available for preferred 
and common stock, was a minor 
fraction of 1 per cent, or $4607, 
higher than that of the year be- 
fore. However, for the parent 
Union Electric of Missouri alone, 
last year’s net income was $114,- 
323, or 1.1 per cent, lower than

Increase in Assets. 


Total assets of the system, and 
the investment in tangible utility 
plant included therein, both were 
at new high points, as the de- 
mands for electric service swelled. 
Assets aggregated $331,880,000 at 
the end of last year, including 
$287,986,000 in plant. Settlement 
of the major elements of federal 
income tax claims for the years 
1939 through 1945 enabled the com-, 
pany to trim its reserve for such | 
taxes by $1,600,000, a sum which | 
thus went into earned surplus. This | 
was said to represent chiefly a. 
conservatively excessive provision 
for the wartime excess profits tax. 


The report gave an indication 
that there is no present intention 
on this company’s part of seeking | 
rate increases.

conducting our operations on the 
most economical basis.” 

It was noted further by the re-| 
port that the technical staff of. 
the Missouri Public Service Com- | 
mission has deferred a report on 
the reasonableness of Union Elec- 
tric of Missouri rates, pending | 
completion of the protracted Fed- | 
eral Power Commission study of | 
interstate power contracts. These | 
contracts are with the Illinois sub- | 
sidiary, Union Electric Power Co., | 
which produces a large proportion | 
of the system’s supply. | 

“During the past decade,” Pres- 
ident J. W. McAfee said in the 
report, “the growth in power use 
by Union Electric customers has. 
been in excess of 8 per cent a 
year. All of our studies, plus 
those of the electric industry at 
large, indicate that a comparable | 
rate of growth can be expected | 
during the coming decade.

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CEMETERY STRKER 
AGREE TO RETURN 


Accept Terms Offered by Car- 
dinal Spellman Some: 
Weeks Ago. 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
An eight-week strike of grave- 
diggers at Calvary Cemetery end- 
ed today on terms offered by 
Cardinal Francis Spellman some 
weeks ago. 

The settlement came only two 
days after the workers had with- 
drawn from the CIO Food, Tobac- 
co and Agricultural workers, 
which the cardinal had described 
as Communist-dominated. They 
formed a new local affiliated with 
the AFL Building Service Em- 
ployes Union. 

A week ago, Cardinal Spellman 
led a group of priests and sem- 
inary students from Dunwoodie, 
N.Y., to bury the dead at Calvary 
cemetery, a Catholic burial ground. 
The origina] force of 100 later 
was increased to 200 young men 
to dig graves for the more than 
1000 coffins which accumulated in 
temporary trenches since the 
strike began. Only yesterday they 
began brrying the backlog of 
bodies. Previously, they had buried 
only newly-received caskets. 

Cardinal Spellman said the set- 
tlement provided “an eight and 
one third per cent increase in 
basic wages, with the same fringe 
benefits of the preceding con- 
tract.” He said the increase 
would bring the basic pay to 
$64.35 weekly. The union had 
asked for a five-day week at the 
game $59.40 rate of pay they had 
received for six days. 

David Sullivan, an international 
vice president of the AKL union, 
‘who announced the _ settlement 
jointly with the cardinal, said 
that, “for the time being,” the 
work week would remain at six 
days. The cardinal, who had 
called the strike “unjustified and 
immoral,” said Sullivan had as- 
sured him it will “never be re- 
peated under his leadership.” 


PHYSICIAN'S FORMER WIFE 
FAILS TO DISCOVER ASSETS 


Miss Opal Warren, former wife 
of Dr. Kenneth F. Glaze, 919 
South Skinker boulevard, was un- 
successful yesterday in an attempt 
to discover any assets on which 
she might levy for $8255 which 
she claims is due her in alimony 
payments. 

In a hearing on a motion for 
examination of judgment debtor 
before Circuit Judge John A. Witt- 
haus in Clayton, Dr.. Glaze, a 
physician, declined to testify on 
grounds he might incriminate 
himself, and the Court found no 
asset« subject to execution. ‘ 

In an affidavit. Miss Warren 
stated they were married in 1919 
and separated shortly before the 
divorce in July 1941. Under the 
terms of the decree she was 
awurded restoration of her maiden 
name and $100 a month alimony, 
she said, but has been paid only 
$395. She asked for the $8255 and 
6 per cent interest.

Business is undergoing a read- 
justment but there are no signs 
of a general depression, David A. 
Weir of New York, secretary of 
the National Association of Credit 
Men, told the St. Louis association 
last night at Hotel DeSoto. 

High prices in heavy industry 
are likely to continue for the next 
year, whereas costs of some con- 
sumer goods probably will fall off, 
he predicted. 

He itisted major measures 
through which he said a serious 
recession can be averted within 
the next few years. The steps in- 
clude increased productivity, 
checking of business and Govern- 
ment waste and maintenance of 
a sound system of credit.

largely offset the non-farm income 
decline. The farm figure climbed

Gen. Carl R. Gray Asserts Readers Digest 
Article ‘Is Made Up of Unsupported Gen- 
eralizations’ to Get Public ‘to Accept 


Opinions as Fact.’

 HARGES that the Veterans’ 


Administration is “a national dis- 


grace and is sure to become a national scandal” were denied 
yesterday by Administrator Carl R. Gray. The charges were 
contained in a Readers Digest article in the March issue by Charles 
Stevenson. The reply, which took 26 typewritten pages, was sent to 


Senator McGrath (Dem.), Rhode 


Island, who is also chairman of 


the Democratic National Committee. McGrath had asked for the reply. 


“ . . Much of the article,” 
said Gen. Gray’s reply, “is made 
up of unsupported generalizations 
designed to create a state of mind 
where the reader will accept opin- 
jons as facts and half truths as 
truths.” 

Following are Gen. Gray’s re- 

lies to highlights of the Readers 
igest charges: 

DIGEST: Veterans have been 
paid nearly $50,000,000 more than 
they were entitled to. 

GRAY: Veterans have been 
overpaid about $179,000,000 of 
which all but $50,000,000 has been 
recovered. Negotiations are under 
way to recover more. Overpay- 
ments mostly were made to G.I. 
students who had been out of, 
school for months before VA was 
notified. , 

Points to Gen. Bradley. YY 

DIGEST: Gen. Omar Bradley 
(former VA chief) who did fnuch 
to better the medical servicé was 
unable to make a dent in the’ 
bureaucracy of other ‘divisipns. 
Proof of the charges is to be 
found in reports made by the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
in testimony by VA officials 
themselves, and in reports made 
by the Hoover reorganization com- 
mission following an investigation 
made by the Trundle Engineering 
Cc 


oO. 

GRAY: The House committee 
reports referred to have not been 
made available to the VA nor has 
the VA been informed as to find- 
ings. We do not know what por- 
tions of the Trundle investigation 
are referred to ... if accepted 
by the Hoover commission they 
were not contained in the printed 
Hoover report on VA. 

DIGEST: VA spends six billion 
dollars a year . . . more than 
200,000 employes work for it. The 
agency fans out from Washington 
into 13 huge branch offices where 
the unwieldly central organization 
4s largely dupiticated, and from 

these into 70 big regional offices 
and 539 local offices with more 
duplication. 

GRAY: The implication is un- 
true that the money is spent on 
200,000 employes in duplication of 
effort. Of six billions spent year- 
ly, 5 per cent is for general ad- 
ministration. The rest is for direct: 
and indirect benefits as pre 
by law. The branch offices re- 
ferred to were eliminated as super- 
visory units before the article was 
published. The 70 regional offices 
have al] records other than insur- 
ance and death claims. The other 
538 offices are small, usually, one 
convenient means of contact for 
veterans and their families. 

Inaccurate Records Charged. 

DIGEST: VA directly touches 
the lives of 20,000,000 veterans, 
handles 7,000,000 life insurance 
policies valued at more than 43 
billions. Seventeen thousand em- 
ployes fail to keep records ac- 
curately, they misfile premium 
payments. They write to veterans 
in language which even the writ- 
ers do not comprehend. 

GRAY: There are only 19,000,000 
living veterans of all wars. There 
was confusion following demobili- 
zation of World War II veterans, 
21,000 employes were put to work 
straightening out. . . there were 
inaccuracies, soMe records were 
misfiled. But these were the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. Rec- 
ords have since been consolidated 
and the number of employes re- 
duced to 15,000. Long correspond- 
ence may be necessary when full 
information does not accompany 
payments. We do not believe it to 
be true in any case that letters use 
language the writers cannot com- 
prehend. 

DIGEST: A checkup last June 30 
showed that the policies of 27,000 
men who had paid to convert their 
insurance had not been processed. 
Frequently this processing so lags 
that premiums become in default. 

GRAY: On June 30, 1948, there 
“were 27,000 conversion applications 
which had not been processed. A 
year earlier there were 181,000 
pending conversions. By Feb. 15, 
1949, this had been reduced to 17,- 
311. A factor ignored by the au- 
thor is that, of the 27,000 policies 
he cites, only 8251 could be proc- 
essed. The balance were held 
pending receipt of additional data 
or funds from the insured. A nor- 
mal processing time for conver- 
sions on hand which can be proc- 
essed is 10 days. It takes a far 
stretch of the imagination to fol- 
low the charge that conversion de- 
lay causes lapse or loss of insur- 
ance. Every veteran is advised 
that it is of greatest importance 
to continue to make premium pay- 


ments. 
. on Ladder’ Story. 

DIGEST: Spot checks disclosed 
that a veteran’s monthly premium 
often was credited to another per- 
son. One employe: habitually did 
this because, she said, climbing a 
ladder to reach the proper records 
made her dizzy. 

GRAY: It is not surprising that 
payments are occasionally credited 
to the wrong account. It is not 
the usual thing. The dizzy ladder 
story has often been heard by VA 
officials but never proved. 

The employe would have been 
foolish to use a ladder because all 
posting’ trays are at desk level. 
One of the most difficult VA jobs 
ow ger *eterans to identify them- 
sees when paying insurance 
premiums. It is impossible to 


ords at anytime. Records are so 
kept that should any be misplaced 
or lost they can be reconstructed. 
Some papers were found in a wa- 
ter closet, but these were work 
sheets, not vital reeords. 

“Bad Case” Cited. 

DIGEST: John A. Powers, a Gov- 
ernment economist, killed accident- 
ally in line of duty Jan. 6, 1948, 
left his widow a $10,000 policy. 
‘Nearly 11 months later she still 
had been unable to collect. 

GRAY: This was a bad case. 
Some of the contributing factors 
were: Mr. Powers resided in Ber- 
lin and was killed near Paris, 
which necessitated information be- 
ing obtained from both Berlin and 
Paris through military channels. 
Mrs. Powers did not write VA 
until three months after the death 
of the husband. Mrs. Powers’s 
original letter did not contain suf- 
ficient information for payment to 
‘be made, The VA had to write 
her for additional information. 
This letter was returned as un- 
claimed from Berlin. Mrs. Powers 
moved from Germany to the Unit- 
ed States without informing the 
VA. When the necessary papers 
were assembled in mid-August it 
took a full month to straighten 
them out. 

DIGEST: A sample check of the 
time consumed in clearing 85 
death claims in one office dis- 
closed a routine that would re- 
quire 42 days for form filing and 
73 days for processing—115 days 
on the average. 

RAY: Figures for the 85 cases 
are correct, but averages are mis- 
leading. A check of 51 other cases 
in the same office showed an av- 
erage of 60 days from date of 
death to delivery of check. 

Question of Backlog. 

DIGEST: Most depressing was 
a backlog of more than 6000 death 
claims. With the office handling 
these at the rate of 355 more per 
month than the number of new 
cases received it will require 18 
months to catch up. 

* GRAY: The author divides 355 
into 6000 and comes up with a 
miracle. Some.cases may be set- 
tled next week, others may hang 
fire for months. Many cases have 
been pending for years. No claim 
can be settled until all the evi- 
dence is in. 

DIGEST: Many employes are so 
supported by political sponsors 
whom VA does not want ‘to dis- 
please that they are above ordi- 
nary administrative authority. 
GRAY: VA is not a political 
agency. Employes qualify for their 
jobs under civil service and retain 
them under those same regula- 
tions. 

DIGEST: Veterans’ organiza- 
tions had so infiltrated the person- 
nel that in March 1947, the VA 
had to circularize its employes, 
forbidding them to become of- 
ficers of organizations recognized 
in presentation of claims. : 
GRAY: Veterans make up the 
great majority of VA employes.

Army Secretary in Annual Report Denounces 
‘Soviet Intransigence,’ Says ‘We Cannot 
and Will Not Surrender Our Rights.’

ECRETARY of the Army Kenneth ©. Royall today accused 
Russia of duplicity and falsification and called the blockade of 
Berlin a “day-to-day threat to the peace of the world.” 
discussion of foreign affairs, in plain-spoken words, was contained 
in his annual report on the statue of the Army Department, He used 
it as a preamble explanation of the occupation duty of the American 


. 


Army. 

He reviewed what he. called 
“Soviet intransigence,” set down 
the record of attempts since 1945 
to come to agreement with Russia, 
ard said that “from the beginning 
of the blockade and up to the pres- 
ent time the situation in Berlin 
has been tense.” 

Future Hard to Prophesy. 

“During all this period the effort 
has been made to stand firmly for 
American rights without being 
truculent,” the report said. “Often 
the decisions have been close ones 
where an error on either side was 
entirely possible. Fortunately, up to 
this time war has been avoided 
and America’s position has been 
maintained.... * 

“It has been apparent that the 
Soviet authorities have had no in- 
tention either of respecting ‘ past 
agreements or of composing the 
growing differences. On the con- 
trary, it has been their manifest 
purpose to cause all possible con- 
fusion and conflict short of war, 
in an effort to drive us from -Ber- 
lin and diminish American in- 
fluence in Europe and in the 
world, ... 

“The future of the Berlin situa- 
tion—just as the future of other 
situations involving the Soviet 
Union—is hard to prophesy. It is 
difficult to deal with a nation 
which has no.compunction against 
the use of threats and force and 
oppression to attain its desire. 

“We cannot and will not sur- 
render our rights nor our prin- 
ciples. We will continue to do 
everything decently possible to 
avoid war.” 

Effect of Peacetime Draft. - 

In reporting on Army opera- 
tions, Royall noted that by last 
June the total strength of the 
Army had slumped to 538,000. But, 
he said, the effect of the peace- 
time selective service law on vol- 
untary recruiting had a strong ef- 
fect, both in the Regular Army 
and in National Guard and re- 
serve recruiting. 

(On Feb. 1, this year, actual 
strength of the Regular Army was 
702,000. The Army now is drop- 
ping toward the 677,000 level pro- 
posed in President ‘Truman’s 
budget recommendations for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1.) 

“The seriousness of world con- 
ditions in early 1948,” Royall 
wrote, “indicated the need for in- 
creasing our armed forces if this

nation were to support the respon- 
sibilities and leadership to which 
it was irrevocably committed. 
Even with about half our Army 
committed overseas, the mainte- 
nance of order and stability in, 
the worn-torn countries of Europe 
and the Far East greatly overbur- 
dened these relatively small forces 
assigned to occupation duties.” 

Royall disclosed an effort to 
build up the Army’s intelligence 
system and said: “World condi- 
tions require that Army intelli- 
gence activities be intensified in 
the coming year.” 


During the last year the Army 
carried out an extensive program 
to map foreign areas, Royall said. 

Missions in Greece, Turkey. 

In discussing military assistance 
to other nations, Royall said the 
Army mission to help Greece is 
authorized at a strength of 366 
men. He described its general 
purpose as providing the Greek 
general staff with “over-all strate- 
gic and tactical planning of op- 
erations against the guerrillas,” 
and said it does not participate in 
combat or command Greek troops. 


In Turkey, the American Arm 
mission consists of 38 officers and 
15 enlisted men, in addition to 55 
civilians. Equipment furnished 
Turkey has included tanks, artil- 
lery, ammunition, communications 
equipment and small arms. 

A similar mission to Iran, like 
Turkey a close neighbor of Rus- 
sia, consists of 22 officers and 14 
enlisted men. 

Royall’s reference to the mili- 
tary mission to the Nationalist 
government of China was brief. 
That mission has been ordered 
home because of the collapse of 
the nationalist military forces. 

Royall again commented that 
the Army still wants to turn over 
the job of running the occupation 
government in Germany to the 
State Department. 

Royall also said he had urged 
consistently that the service uni- 
fication law be changed to 
strengthen the authority of the 
Defense Secretary and de-empha- 
size the authority of the three de- 
partments of Army, Navy and Air,

INSTON CHURCHILL writes 
in his war memoirs that he 
learned of President Roose- 
velt’s third term re-election with 
“indescribable relief” The second 
volume of Churchill’s.memoirs is 
being serialized in Life Magazine 
and the New York Times. 

The férmer Prime Minister says 
he wrote this to Roosevelt Nov. 6, 
,1940, the day after the election: 

“I did not think it right for me 
as a foreigner to express any 
opinion upon American politics 
while the election was on, but I 
feel you will not mind my saying 
that I prayed for your success and 
that I am truly t ful for it.”

Churchill writes that he had 
awaited the result with “profound 
anxiety” although the opponents 
in the election, Roosevelt and 
Wendell Willkie, both came out 
squarely for aid to Britain. 

“No new-comer into power could 
possess or soon acquire the knowl- 
edge and experience of Franklin 
Roosevelt,” Churchill says. 

“None could equal his command- 
ing gifts. ... 

“To close the slowly-built-up 
comradeship, to break the con- 
tinuity of all our discussions, to 
begin again with a new mind and 
personality, seemed to me a re- 
pellent prospect.”

Dec. 8, 1940, a month after the 
election, which Churchill says 
played a key role in the genesis 
of. the lend-lease program.

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Just Basis for a Rent Compromise 

Fearing that they lack the votes to pass a 
“tough” rent control bill, House Democratic 
leaders are beginning to talk compromise. Some 
of them suggest that the measure be altered 
to assure property owners “a reasonable return 
on fair value.” Housing Expediter Tighe Woods 
objected that this rule would be impossible to 
administer, and he is right, of course. The fair 
return on fair value doctrine would make every 
rented house or apartment .a public utility. A 
rate case involving just one utility company is 
a large order, and this bill would launch mil- 
lions of rate cases. 

Higher rents have become increasingly due 
to landlords ever since other price controls were 
dropped and the inflation set in, but there is 
no need to make a complicated matter of it. 
The thing could be accomplished fairly in ‘a 
very simple pronouncement that every con- 
trolled residential rent, with no ands or buts 
about it, can be raised a specified percentage 
above the ceiling.in force on June 30, 1946. 

This Congress is like the previous one in 
hating to grant a general increase right out 
in the open where people who live in rented 
property can see clearly what is happening. It 
is not a pleasant duty to espouse higher prices 
on anything which millions of moderate-income 
families must buy. Nevertheless, in the matter 
of rent ceilings it is a real duty, and it has 


already remained unperformed for more than 
two years. 

From the House’s current mood, it begins to 
look as though the Administration must either 
decept the unpleasant duty or see rent control 
expire. And the end of rent control three weeks 
hence would subject many families to painful 
extortion and the Administration party to pain- 
ful political repercussions. 
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Chance of a Lifetime 

Vice-President Barkley is both consistent and 
logical in ruling that cloture, or limitation on 
debate, can be voted on a motion as well as on 
a bill. He made the same argument last year, 
as a Senator. His ruling now opens the way 
for the Senate to rid itself of the incubus that 
the onetime right of unlimited debate has long 
since become. 

Though the prospect is favorable, it is by no 
means certain that the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority to break the filibuster can be mustered by 
the Democratic leader Senator Lucas. His mo- 
tion to defer action by recessing the Senate for 
half a day indicates that he wants time to ap- 
peal to more members for votes. 

Seldom does so much hang on a single vote 
as on the one impending. If Senator Lucas suc- 
ceeds in rallying a two-thirds vote, the filibus- 
ter that has held the Senate in a paralysis for 
nearly two weeks will be ended, future filibus- 
ters will be easier to break, the President’s civil 
rights program will be brought nearer to pas- 
sage, and the Senate will be freed to function 
far more effectively than it can so long as a 


' minority—any minority—can frustrate it. 


It is a close communing with their consciences 
indeed which the Senators will be doing to de- 
cide which way to vote. Senators have long been 
jealous of the privilege of unlimited debate, but 
aside from the Southern Democrats it would be 
hard for Democrats or Republicans to reconcile 
a pro-filibuster vote with their consciences, 
meaning, as it would, a death blow to the civil 
rights program.

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How Does It Look to Russia? 

Now that the North Atlantic Pact has been 
written and is ready to be submitted for signing 
by the member nations, the more important 
question is not how it looks to the western 
states but how if looks to Russia. For its pur- 
pose is to convince Russia that aggression 
against any one of its members would be too 
dangerous to be worth the risk. 

Even though the provisions of the pact have 
not yet been made known except in the broad- 
est terms, something of how it looks to Russia 
may be guessed at. Unquestionably, as Vera 
Micheles Dean says in a Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation analysis of the background of the pact, 
no matter how it may be described at Wash- 
ington, to Russia it is “a military alliance, anti- 
Russian in nature.” 

The next pertinent question is whether it 
looks to Russia like the kind of anti-Russian 
military alliance that is likely to put an effec- 
tive stop to any war the masters of the Kremlin 
might be likely to start. Whatever doubt the 
Soviets might have on that subject would be 
based on the United States’ one major reserva- 
tion—that in the event of an aggressive act, 
Congress will have to decide whethef it war- 
rants going to war or whether it warrants only 
some lesser measures. : 

The Soviets will, if they are wise, consider 
that the United States is going farther than it 
has ever gone before, and that if it should 
renege on the spirit if not the letter of the pact 
it is hard to see how it could command the con- 
fidence of any country in the world. 

For another thing, it is impressive to the rest 
of the world, and should be to the Soviets, that 
Norway imposes a high enough degree of confi- 
dence in the Atlantic Pact to go along with it, 
despite the menacing rumblings of the Kremlin. 

Though the treaty arrangement falls short of 
100 per cent perfection, and though it could be 
evaded or left unimplemented, the makers of 
Russian foreign policy would have to be pur- 
blind indeed not to see in it a formidable dis- 
couragement to trifling with the peace of the 
world. 
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Father-and-son pacts regarding the use of the 
family car are being proposed as a safety meas- 
ure, The weakness of this deal is that it still 
leaves the back-seat driver wild. . 
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Korea—and St. Louis 
Speaking before the Armed Forces Council 
of.St. Louis, Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge said some- 
thing that should be of interest to residents 
of this city at municipal primary time.

In a few decades, business men have lost their unconcern about 
unemployment, researcher notes; the Ford idea that wages make 


of profits has taken hold; cites figures showing that much fewer

jobless can be expected in March-April than in January-February. 


Bertram Benedict in Editorial Research Reports 


Business men are as deeply interested as 
labor leaders, to say nothing of the Admin- 


istration at Washington, in how many new 


jobs will open up in the spring. This in- 
terest reveals a sharp change in business 
thinking over the last several decades. 


Time was when many business men were 
economically uninterested in nation-wide 
unemployment. <A blind few may even 
have welcomed it, as making for lower 
wage scales and weakening trade union 
power. In those 
days primary atten- 
tion was given to 
profits as providing 
employment, Today 
primary attention is 
given to employment 
as providing profits. 

The focus is on 
workers as purchas- 
ers. 


When Henry Ford 
in January, 1914, set 
$5 a day as the mini- 
mum in his plants, many business men com- 
plained that he was “upsetting the labor 
market.” Later, Ford was generally given 
credit for astuteness, not only in satisfying 
his_.employes, but also in making it possi- 
ble for them to buy Ford cars. But the 
astuteness was sharper than that—it was 
not only Ford employes who might buy 
cars, but also the merchants who sold to 
Ford employes, the dealers who supplied 
those merchants, the producers from whom 
those dealers bought, eventually the entire 
community. 


Depressions No Longer Seem Fated 


Another old concept about unemployment 
has gone by the boards—that it is inevi- 
table because prosperity-depression business 
cycles are inevitable. Today business men 
are beginning to agree that severe and 
lengthy depressions can be averted; and 
unemployment compensation is accepted 
not only as socially just, but also as sus- 
taining the purchasing power of wage- 
earners when business needs most to have 
it sustained. . 

In normal years, employment drops in 
January-Bebruary and picks up in March- 
April. At the beginning of the year retail 


trade is normally slack, plants supplying 


the Easter trade are still marking time, de- 
mand for farm labor is low, some estab- 
lishments shut down for renovations, con- 
struction activity is reduced by weather 
conditions. 

In the five prewar years 1936 through 
1940, the month of February showed 932,000 
fewer persons employed, on the average, 
than in the preceding December. But the 
month of April showed an average of 627,- 
000 more persons at work than in the pre- 
ceding February. 

Even after the~hation entered the war, 
employment showed its normal post-Christ- 
mas decline. The number of civilians at 
work in February, 1942, was 610,000 lower 
than in December, 1941. 


A Minimum of 2,000,000 


On Feb. 18 this year, Commissioner Clague 
of the United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics put the number of unemployed at 
3,000,000. He said that it had been 2,- 
700,000 in mid-January—that the increase 
had been mostly in certain fields of manu- 
facturing—that it was somewhat more than 
seasonal—that the real test of its serious- 
ness would come in April, when employment 
is expected to rise. 

Clague said also that even in high pros- 
perity the nation should expect 2,000,000 
unemployed. He pointed out that certain 
industry changes constantly occur, throw- 
ing workers out of jobs temporarily, in a 
progressing economy. Other students of the 
subject say that, in addition, a certain 
number of workers are always temporarily 
unemployed while shifting jobs. 


Yet the number of unemployed averaged 
less than a million in 1944 and not much 
more than a million in 1945. The answer 
must be that in the war years some persons 
were employed who in peace years are 
classed as unemployable or almost unem- 
Pployable. Many such persons are inevi- 
tably included in the current unemployment 
statistics. 

Also, the labor force has constantly 
grown; last July the number of employed 
rose at the same time as the number of 
unemployed rose. The number of unem- 
ployed today is 2,500,000 lower than the 
yearly average during 1941; the number of 
employed is 7,000,000 highgr.

First Person, Singular 


TO HELL AND ° 
Holt. $5.00.) BACK, by Audie Murphy. (Henry 


The first person, present tense recital 
of heroic deeds could be a dangerous task 
for an author. In “To Hell and Back” 
Audie Murphy, the most highly decorated 
soldier of the Second World War and now 
a moving picture-star, gets away with a 
minimum of embarrassing moments, 

His story, from an invasion beach on 
Sicily to a post-war rest center in southe 
ern France, is always close enough to the 
spirit of Mauldin, or better, Ernie Pyle, to 
touch the fancy of the American reader. 
Bennett Cerf tells us that “To Hell and 
Back” is the item on the Holt spring list 
which will get most of its plugging. Even 
without the advertising boost the book has 
many features that may make it another 
“The Naked and the Dead” on a lower 
level. 

Like Mailer, Murphy tries to fill in the 
backgrounds of the men who fight along- 
side of him, though he uses a direct ex- 
pository method rather than the flash-back 
technique. Like Mailer, though to a lesser 
degree, he emphasizes the preoccupation 
with sex, all the while, however, keeping 
himself fairly free from blemish. 


His chief weakness is a tendency toward 
the implausible: a,soldier’s thinking he is 
wounded and bleeding when a bullet has 
pierced a can of beans in his pack. His 
characters often seem caricatures and one 
faceted: the immigrant true-blue American, 
the fighting Irishman, the philosophic fool 
and the naive teacher. 

Murphy’s fortes are two: the professional 
ease with which he handles the conversa- 

tion, often so diffi- 
cult for a beginning 
writer, and the artis- 
tic way in which he 
accentuates the seem- 
ingly insignificant to 
heighten the intensi- 
ty of his emotional 
scenes. A bird, a 
blossom add reality 
and pathos to what 
otherwise might seem 
unbelievable or 
pathetic. 
Murphy avoids any 
possible censure for 
. describing his own 
Audio Murphy . heroic deeds at Ra- 
matuelle and Colmar Pocket by emphasiz- 
ing the blind fury, the irrationality of his 
acts. He was a hero when he did not quite 
know what he was doing. 


Some will enjoy the adventure of the 


_ story, some the slight jabs at the brass 


and the Air Force, and some the frontier 
humor of Horse-Face Johnson. A great 
many people will like “To Hell and Back.”

Prejudiced Reports on Public Power

The report that 
has stirred so 
much feeling 
deals with re- 
volving funds 
and business enterprises of the 
Government. The section in the 
report that is stirring such sharp 
differences concerns the federal 
development of public power. 


Pro Private Utility. 


In this and a following column 
I want to discuss the Hoover Com- 
mission’s stand in relation to the 
future of public power. As the 
campaign of last fall proved, this 
whole question of the development 
of great natural resources is one 
in which the people have the 
keenest interest. 

The commission originally hired 
the firm of Haskins & Sells to 
prepare a task force report on 
public corporations, and particu- 
larly on public power. Haskins & 
Sells is a highly respected firm of 
public accountants auditing some 
of the largest private utility firms 
in the country. 

Their point of view is naturally 
that of private utility operation. 
The recommendations contained in 
their task force report were for 
the most part directly opposed to 
the tenets of public power devel- 
opment as represented in TVA and 
such great Western dams as 
Bonneville and Grand Coulee. 


Their report recommended that 
“wherever feasible power pro- 
duced at Government-owned hy- 
droelectric projects be sold at 
the bus bar.” This would mean 
that power produced by the Gov- 
ernment at very low cost would 
be turned over at the dam for 
transmission and sale by private 
utilities. 


Against Yardsticks. 


Along with this went a recom- 
mendation that “the rates for the 
sale of electric energy generated 
at Government-owned hydroelec- 
tric projects be not considered as 
a ‘yardstick’ for comparison with 
the rates charged by private in- 
dustry.” The “yardstick” approach 
has been back of TVA and the 
other big dams, the theory being 
that if the Government could pro- 
duce low-cost power, then the pri-

It is proposed that TVA 
be forbidden to build any steam 
power plants, which is directly 
contrary to the vote in the House 
the other day approving construc- 
tion of the New Johnsonville 
steam plant. 

Chairman Hoover proposed that 
many of these recommendations 
be contained in the commission’s 
final report. This brought im- 
mediate protests from those who 
insisted that up to this point com- 
mission recommendations had 
carefully avoided political contro- 
versy. 

But the real outburst came from 
forthright Senator Aiken, Republi- 
can, of Vermont. Like most con- 
gressional members of the com- 
mission, who carry a half dozen 
jobs, Aiken had not got around 
to reading the task force reports. 

“If we release these,” he said 
after he had finally read them, 
“we will stir up such a row that 
all our recommendations will be 
ignored and the work of the com- 
mission will go for nothing.” 


Aiken’s Dissent. 


After a long and bitter argu- 
ment a tentative compromise was 
agreed to. The commissioners are 
to be free to make their own in- 
dividual recommendations which 
may or may not ignore the task 
force reports. , 

Aiken, long a believer in public 
power and one of the chief advo- 
cates of the great St. Lawrence 
waterway project, has written a 
vigorous brief for public power 
development, assailing the con- 
clusions of the task force reports. 
Hoover, joined by several of the 
commissioners, supports many of 
the anti-public power recommen- 
dations, including the stipulation 
that Government power should be 
sold at the bus bar. 

While there may be last-minute 
shifts in this line-up, the contro- 
versy is to be deeply regretted. 
Here was an opportunity to give 
the public a calm, unprejudiced 
survey of public power. That op- 


portunity appears to have been 
lost.

DISPLAY OF PANTINGS| 


BY FRED G. CARPENTER 


23 Works of Washington U. 
Art School Faculty Member 
Shown at Artists’ Guild. 


By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

A one-man exhibition of 23 
paintings by Fred Green Carpen- 
ter of the Washington University 
art school faculty opened today 
at the Artist’s Guild, 812 Union 
boulevard, All the pictures are 
new except two which were on 
display last fall in the Missouri 
show at City Art Museum. 


The dominant feature of the 

collection is the artist’s varied 
orchestrations of colors and con- 
tours to express moods varying 
from exalted musings on immor- 
tality to the debauchery of a 
gaudy Mardi Gras. 
- Natural pigmentation and form 
are modified extensively to allow 
free composition of harmonies of 
tone and line, yet the objects 
named in the titles remain dis- 
cernible. Each of two geometric 
abstractions is called, frankly, 
“Pattern.” The artist said today 
he considered these less expressive 
than the others. 

“T start with abstract elements, 
such as impressions of motion or 
chords of color,” he explained. 
“But these in turn introduce their 


own mood and certain human ele- 
ments, which I find necessary for 
maximum richness of meaning.’ 


“Butterfly and Cocoon” is a 
symbolic work showing human 
figures wrapped in cloaks. Worm- 
like, they move about almost 
Merged with the warm-toned 
earth. Ethereal winged creatures 
in cool tones hover above them. 
Between the groups are temples 
and shrines and an upward-thrust- 
ing ladder, which may be inter- 
preted as material or spiritual. 

Unlike any other picture in the 
show, “Butterfly and Cocoon” is 
painted thinly, so that the artist 
has preserved the appearance of 
the grain of a fine old linen can- 
vas. “New Orleans,” character- 
istic of the display as a whole, is 
in thick pigment, manipulated in 
a variety of ways to exploit plas- 
tic values and paint textures. 

Sparkling vibration of tone is 
appropriately achieved in a Jap- 
anese lantern and a drum major-

Gardella Wants 


Reinstatement 
Immediately 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
Organized baseball today was 
promised another court battle 
over the reserve clause in its con- 
tracts. 

Attorney Federic A. Johnson 
said he would ask a federal court 
Monday to order baseball to show 
cause why Danny Gardella should 
not be immediately reinstated. 

Gardella is in the fourth year 
of a five-year ban imposed on him 
for jumping to the “outlaw” Mexi- ° 
can League in 1946. . 

Although he was not signed to 
a current contract when he left 
the New York Giant camp, Gar- 
della was suspended for violating 
the reserve clause. 

This clause, standard procedure 
in every baseball contract, binds a 
player for his entire career to the 
club with which he originally 
signs. The culb may sell, trade or 
release him. ' 

Gardella filed suit late in 1937 
against the Giants, Commissioner 
A. B. Chandler and the presidents 
of the National and American 
leagues and the president of the 
minor league organization. 

He maintained the reserve 
clause was illegal because it made 
organized baseball a monopoly. He 
also asked $300,000 damages, 
charging that besaball violated 
the anti-trust laws. 

A federal court of appeals last 
month ordered the case to trial. 
The defendants have until April 
12 to answer the court order. 

The Gardella injunction action 
is similar to the cases of Max 
Lanier and Fred Martin, former 
members of the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals who also jumped to Mexico, 
They are suing for $2,500,000 dam- 
ages and have asked for an in- 
junction to reinstate them im- 
mediately.

Billikens, at 2-1, Second Choice in N.I.T. Title Tournament 


Kentucky 
Is Held at 


Even Money 


NEW YORK, March 11 (UP)— 
- The wizened odds-makers along 


Broadway paid their respects to 
the mighty Kentucky basketball 
team today by establishing the 
top-seeded Wildcats from the 
bluegrass country even money fa- 
vorites to win the National In- 
vitation Tournament. 

Never in the recollection of the 
oldest bookmaker along the main 
stem had a team been made such 
a one-sided favorite to win the 
tourney, which opens at Madison 
Square Garden, tomorrow. And 
this despite the enlargement of 
this year’s field from eight to 12 
teams. 


Behind Kentucky, which has 


this season, 

St. Louis University, the defend- 
‘ing champion, which handed the 
Wildcats their lone setback, The 
Billikens, victorious in 20 out. of 
23 games to date, were rated at 
2 to 1. 

Third-seeded Utah (24-7) was 
made a 3 to 1 choice and fourth- 
seeded Western Kentucky (25-3) 
rated 7 to 2. 

After the four seeded teams 
came Bradley University (25-6) 
and San Francisco (21-5) at 5 to 
1 each; Bowling Green of Ohio 
(21-6) at 8 to 1, and Loyola of 
Chicago (22-5) at 10 to 1. 

The four New York City entries 
were given little chance of win- 
ning the tournament, with Man- 
hattan (18-7), City College (17-7), 
St. John’s of Brooklyn (15-8) and 
New York University (12-7) each 
quoted at 15 to 1. 

According to the odds-makers, 
four of the “outlanders” should 
eliminate the four Metropolitan 
teams in the preliminary battles 
tomorrow and thus join the four 
seeded entries in the quarter- 
* finals, Monday. 

Bradley was favored over N.Y.U. 
and San Francisco ruled the 
choice to defeat Manhattan tomor- 
row afternoon, with Lovola fa- 
vored to turn back C.C.N.Y. with 
Bowling Green given the nod over 
St. John’s, tomorrow night.

By Capt. A. H. Bogardus 
Wing Shot Champion of the World 


HE shooting of glass balls 
T from traps has become some- 

what popular, and I think it is 
certain to increase in favor. It 
is convenient, inexpensive, and ex- 
cellent as a Means of acquiring 
such skill as may enable a man 
to kill birds on the wing readily. 
This method was introduced into 
this country some 12 years ago by 
Charles Portlock of Boston. 

The traps, however, were noth- 
ing like as good as they might 
have been. The traps threw the 
balls nearly straight up in the 
air, and as a matter of course it 
Was very easy to hit them. When 
arranged for throwing back, the 
balls were not sent more than 
eight or ten yards, and the prac- 
tice Was so easy that it was of no 
use for the purpose of teaching 
people to become good shots, and 
next to nobody followed it. 

In 1876 Ira Paine got up a trap 
after Portlock’s pattern, with the 
addition of an elastic spring, and 
this threw the balls farther and 
better than Portlock’s trap did. 
Paine and his agent endeavored to 
make this sort of shooting popu- 
lar, but their efforts were in vain. 
There were grave objections 
against the trap. 

In the winter of 1876-77 I studied 
and experimented for the purpose 
of inventing and making a trap 
for glass-ball shooting which 
should be simple in construction, 
effective in use, and not expen- 
sive or troublesome to carry about. 
I got the trap so as to fill my 
expectations, and calculated to 
throw balls from 28 to 35 yards 
and not very high. 


Some Feats at Traps. 

I will here give an account of 
the principal matches I have shot 
at glass balls. In the month of 
March 1877, I shot two matches at 
Gilmore’s Garden, New York. In 
the first I was to break 1000 in 
two hours and 40 minutes. I shot 
at 1136 and broke the 1000 in one 
hour 42 minutes. The second 
match was also for 1000 balls, but 
they were to be broken in 100 
consecutive minutes, which was 
less time by two minutes than I 
had taken before. I won this 
match by more tha 
breaking the 1000 balls in one 
hour 17 minutes 40 seconds. 

My next match at 1000 was at 
Lincoln, Logan county, Illinois, 
and in that I undertook to beat 
the time I had made in New York.

Smoking Also Frowned On 


Prohibition Spreads 
Throughout India 


By Michael Davidson 


NEW DELHI (By Cable). 
| NDIA, if some members of Congress have 


their way, will soon become one boundless 
Sunday afternoon. Prohibition resolutely 
spreads outwards from Madras (headquarters of 
Hindu _ purity); 

there is agitation 

for bans on smok- 

ing, card-playing, 

racing—on any- 

thing that to the 

adepts of asceti- 

cism seems worldly, 

wicked or western, 

Censors are busy 

purging the cinema 

of kisses, bottles 

and bedrooms; in 

Parliament some 


extremists have: 


demanded the sup- 
pression of tea- 
drinking. 

‘ The Madras Pro- 
vincial treasury is today losing 17 crores of ru- 
pees annually (12,000,000 pounds); prohibition 
throughout India, excluding the Indian states, 
would mean a revenue loss of just about double 
that figure. The prohibitionists, however, say the 
losses of the treasury would be more than bal- 
anced by the moral uplift of the people. 

x x” ® 

AT PRESENT Madras is the only province 
which has total prohibition (though confirmed 
“addicts” there may get a doctor’s certificate 
allowing them a “medicinal” ration and for- 
eigners may drink what they like). Bombay, 
whose Home Minister, Morarji Desai, under the 
slogan “The night was ‘made for sleeping,” is 
insisting on the early closing of cinemas and 
other places of pleasure, aims at total prohibi- 
tion next year. Meantime, the province has two 
“dry” days a week, when not even private clubs 
may sell hard drinks. 

In Delhi province Tuesday is dry day (but in 
clubs like the famous Gymkhana Club, members 
may stand each other Scotches). Delhi has just 
banned consumption of strong liquor by anybody 
under the age of 25. East Punjab also has an 
under-25 rule extended to cover students who 
may be over 25. But in the Punjab it will be 
difficult to enforce total teetotalism; the Sikhs, 
since the British Army trained them, have not 
been squeamish about drinking and the Punjab 
is a Sikh stronghold. 
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SARDAR PATEL, the Deputy Prime Minister, 
told me not long ago that prohibition would cer- 
tainly be enforced throughout India in accord- 
ance with Gandhian doctrine. He said there could 
be no comparison between India arffi the United 
States. In America, -he said, prohibition was 
thrust on a nation of drinkers, whereas in India 
alcohol had never been a national habit but was 
a foreign importation. | 

Opponents of prohibition, however, assert that 
the country people of southern India from time 
immemorial have drunk liquor made from coco- 
nuts or palm juices and’ that this is part of their 
life, Industrial workers in Bombay and Calcutta 
spend as much as one-third of their tiny incomes 
in the toddy shop; drink and arugs, like bhang, 
are their sole relaxation. That is why both the 
Governor General and Pandit Nehru have urged 
the provincial governments to go easy about tak- 
ing away the poor man’s drink before giving 
him something in its place. 

But Congress reform does not stop at drink. 
Madras has made smoking illegal for adoles- 
cents; there are some who want to make it 
illegal for everybody. The Bombay Government 
has started a rigorous censorship of films.

THE ARMED FORCES ALONE are immune 
from prohibition; even the immaculate army in 
Madras may drink in its messes. Pandit Nehru’s 
attitude on the question was illustrated recently 
in Parliament when a member criticized the 
purchase of whisky from Britain for the army. 
“Would whisky be available solely to the nonh- 
Indian members of the army?” he asked. Nehru’s 
deputy was giving the routine reply that the 
question should be addressed to the Defense 
Ministry when the Prime Minister jumped up 
to intervene. “It will be available to non-Indian 
and Indian personnel,” he said bluntly. 

All this zeal is personal rather than inspired 
by such practical aims as increased production 
or better public health; it proclaims acceptance 
of Gandhian ideals and perhaps also a suffi- 
ciency of Congress rectitude to qualify for any 
post which ‘might be going. But it also reflects 
the sentiment that alcohol is a legacy of the 
foreign yoke and demonstrates, like homespun 
wrappings and sandals, a nationalistic yearning 
for the ancient Hindu asceticisms of which 
vegetarianism is an example. 

Anyway, Congress and the Constituent Assem- 
bly are committed to prohibition and kindred 
Gandhian rigors. Exorcism of alcohol is a “fun- 
damental principle” written into India’s Consti- 
tution—even if, as is frequently alleged, certain 
vocally orthodox Congressmen do not always dis-. 
ond in private that abstinence they urge in 
public, |

Poignant Drama 
F you have tears, prepare to shed them when you see “THE 


SEARCH,” the fine semi-documentary drama about Europe's 
- @ homeless children at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, The film 
is unpretentious, It tells a simple story o- a 9-year-old Czech 

boy, separated from his mother in a Nazi con- 
centration camp, who is cared for by UNRRA 
in Germany, befriended by two kind men in 
American Military Government, and is finally 
found by his mother, who had been informed 
he was dead. 

But it is told with such honesty against 
its grim background of bombing ruins and 
is so beautifully acted that it is immensely moving and elo- 
quent. Director Fred Zinnemann, sent by M-G-M to film it in 
Bavarian cities against actual backgrounds and in a Swiss 
studio, has told his story with a restraint that makes its 
emotional impact all the stronger. The sight of the pinch-~- 
faced boy with the terror stricken eyes, and the calm courage 
and faith of the mother who has lost her family are in them- 
selves so deeply touching that to have belabored the theme 
would have been both artificial and fatal. Zinnemann and 
his screenwriters have given the document a vividness, a 
realism far removed from theatrics and a warm human glow 
that make it a memorable and stirring experience. 
Ivan Jandl, a Czech lad found singing at’a radio station, 
is quite wonderful as the boy. Montgomery Clift of “Red 
River” fame gives the role of one of the AMG befrienders an 
easy naturalism.

It seemed that he was on the 
verge of selecting a low club — 
which would have been an excel- 
lent idea!—but, finally coneluding 
that this might find the ace in 
dummy and the queen in declar- 
er’s, hand, or vice versa, and also 
convinced that a spade lead was 
hopeless, West led his top dia- 
mond. That was the end of the 
defense, to all practical purposes! 
Dummy played low, and East had 
to sacrifice an honor. Declarer 
won, went to dummy with a 
trump, discarded his lone club on 
the spade ace—and then could 
well afford to give East a dia- 
mond trick. Six hearts doubled, 
vulnerable, bid and made. 

Valid criticism can be made of 
West’s opening lead—but it was 
not in that phase that West was 
guiltiest! His real mistake was 
in permitting the opponents to 
play their six-heart contract, 
doubled or not doubled! Hast’s 
raise of spades, over North’s 
no-trump (which, incidentally, had 
been a “stretch” of the first 
water!}, should have been the key 
bid, from West’s point of view. 
After all, East did not double 
six hearts entirely on his own 
volition—West had passed the bid 
around to him and might merely 
be asking East for his choice be- 
tween a save and a double. 

The difficulty of selecting the 
right lead should have occurred 
to West before he accepted his 
partner’s double! With the vulner- 
ability what it was, it was safer 
to take the contract away from 
the opponents.

fourth cups medium white sauce, 
one-half pound mushrooms, 
cleaned, sliced, one-half teaspoon 
chopped onion, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fouth cup finely 
chopped ‘parsley. 

Prepare the biscuit dough by us- 
ing two cups all-purpose flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt, three tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-third 
cup shortening and seven-eighths 
cup milk. Melt one-half of the 
shortening in skillet. 
and saute until slightly transpar- 
ent, about five minutes. Stir in 
the ground meat or heated ham- 
burger, horseradish and _ three- 
fourths cup of the white sauce, 
Let stand to cool. Roll biscuit 
dough into 9x12” = rectangle. 
Spread with meat mixture. Roll 
as for jelly roll. Seal edges. Cut 
into eight crosswise slices. Place 
on greased baking sheet, Bake at 
425 degrees (hot) 25 to 30 min- 
utes. Cover pinwheels first 15 
minutes with plain paper to pre- 
vent drying out. Then remove. 
Meanwhile, saute mushrooms in 
remaining butter. Add the one- 
half teaspoon onion and the salt 
and remaining white sauce. Heat 
to boiling. Add the parsley and 
serve hot, over pinwheels. 4 to 6 
servings. If cheese sauce is pre- 
ferred to the mushroom, dilute 
white sauce with one-half cup 
milk and add one-fourth pound 
grated sharp cheese. Place over 
hot water and heat, stirring oc- 
casionally, until cheese is melted.
